ELABORATE STATEMENT OF THE 
GOVERNMENT’S FINANCES. 


CURRENCY AND THE TARIFF. 


Retirement of Greenbacks and Treas- 
ury Notes Urged and Fallacies 
of Protection Demonstrated. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—Secretary 
Carlisle, in his annual report on the state 
of the finances, shows the revenues of the 
Government from all sources to have been 
$109,475,408, and the expenditures $434,678,654, 
which leaves a deficit for the year ended 
June 80, 1896, of $25,203,245. 

In addition to the ordinary revenues col- 
lected during the year, the cash in the 
Treasury was increased by the following 
sums: From the sale of $100,000,000 4 per 
cent, 30 year bonds, $111,166,246, and from the 
issue of 4 per cent bonds in liquidation of 
interest accried on petanding certificates 
converted during the year, $4,130, making a 
total of $111,17¢,376. As compared with the 
fiscal year 1895 the receipts for 1996 have in- 
creased $19,102,205, of which the following 
are the principal items of increase:

These estimates 

of receipts and expenditures, the Secretary 

@ays, are made upon the assumption that 

there will be no substantial change in busi- 

ness conditions and that the present scale 

of public expenditures will not be reduced. 

But if our ordinary bus‘ness activity should 

be resumed, and the consumption of arti- 

cles sub‘ect to taxation should increase 

to its normal proportions, there may be 

in fact, the Secretary says, no deficiency 
in our revenues. 

In his review of the reports of the bu- 
reau officers of the department, the Secre- 
tary pays a high compliment to the revenue 
cutter service and says there has not been 
a single year in the history of tHe service 
when with its old and badly adapted class 
of vessels and depleted personnel its re- 
sources have been so severely taxed, and 
yet an incomparable record of service ren- 
dered is presented. 

The Secretary recommends that enlisted 
men of the revenue cutter service, who 
have been or may be wounded or disabled 
in the actual discharge of their duties, be 
entitled to be placed upon the pension list 
on the same footing as enlisted men of the 
NAVY. ,

redeemed in silver, and the notes so re- 
deemed have been called and retired from 
circulation. 

“‘Making no deductions on account of the 
loss or destruction of notes, the total 
amount of United States currency in exist- 
ence on the first day of December, 1896. was 
$468,358,296, consisting of $346,681,016 in United 
States notes and $121,677,280 in Treasury 
notes of 1890, and consequently it‘ appears 
that the entire volume of such notes has 
been once redeemed in gold, and more than 
$98,561,000 have been twice redeemed. 

“Our experience since the resumption of 
specie payments has so thoroughly demon- 
strated the impolicy of attempting to main- 
tain the circulation of these notes as a per- 
manent part of our currency, that further 
argument upon the question seems to be 
unnecessary, except for the purpose of 
again pressing.the subject upon the atten- 
tion of Congress and urging the prompt 
adoption of such measures as will. within 
a reasonable time, eliminate this element of 
weakness from our system. 

“The use of these notes, as a circulating 
medium, compels the Government to provide 


from time to time, in order to afford the 
public a reasonable assurance that no de- 
fault will be made in the discharge of our 
public pint 9 nag The difficulty of pro- 
curing gold for this purpose is greatly in- 
creased at the very times when its pos- 
session is necessary, and consequently, 
the Government, being at such times en- 
tirely deprived of gold receipts from the 
ordinary sources of revenue, is compelled 
to issue and sell bonds on terms less favor- 
able than might be procured under other cir- 


made to ure and maintain the reserve 
amounts to $16,312,616, and the aggregate of 
the principal and interest at the maturity 
of the bonds will be more than $641,000,000, 
and yet the notes themselves, on account 
of which this enormous indebtedness has 
been incurred, will, if our present policy is 
maintained, remain unpaid. But it cannot 
be safely assumed that ‘this will be the 
le measure of the burden fmposed upon 
the people; because, if provision is not made 
for the cancellation of this currency, it is 
reasonably ‘certain that emergencies will 
hereafter arise, from time to time, com- 
lliing the issue and sale of additional 
nds to. replenish the reserve, thus in- 
creasing our interest-bearing debt without 
in the leavt diminishing our obligations on 
acount of the notes. 

“The maintenance of a policy which neces- 
sarily imposes upon the Government the 
burden of furnishing gold at the public 
expense to all who may demand it for 


to other countries, cannot be justified upon 
any ground of expediency or sound financial 
principle, and even if the periodical and 
frequently recurring demands for. gold 
did not weaken the foundations of our en- 
tire currency system, thus impairing ton- 
fidence and depressing business, it would

LACLEDE GAS CASE SET DOWN 
FOR REARGUMENT. 


JUSTICE HARLAN INDIGNANT. 


The ‘“‘Leak”’ for the Benefit of Specula- 
tors May Delay the Decis- 
ion a Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The Supreme 
Court to-day took radical action in the 
Laclede Gas case. It was put back on the 
calendar for rehearing and argument. As 
was stated in the Post-Dispatch some time 
ago, this action was taken because of the 
scandals growing out of the “leaks” in the 
Supreme Court concerning its decision in 
the case. 

Justice Harlan has been trying for some 
weeks to force an investigation and the 
placing of the case on the calendar is 
said to be due to his indignation over the 


getting information in advance. 

The action of the court in putting the 
case back on the calendar means that it 
will be at least a year before the decision 
is handed down, and it is quite likely that 
in the meantime an investigation will be 
made to discover the “leak’’ which pre- 
vented the decision being rendered several 
weeks ago. 

There is every reason to believe that a 
sensation will follow, and that certain St. 
Louis parties will probably find it expedient 
to keep outside the jurisdiction of the 
court. The date of reargument has not yet 
been set. 


The officers of the Lackde Gas*Light Co. 
and tthe city officials were much surprised 
by the action of the Supreme Court. 

A decision had been expected by both 
sides and every confidence was felt that it 
would be handed down before Jan. 1. The 
action taken has given them all a set back 
beociuse of its unusuel features.

At the offices of the Laclede Gas Com- 
pany Treasurer Thompson spoke freely as 
far as he had any information in the ab- 
sence of President Ross. 

“T have heard,” said he, ‘‘that the case 
was to be reargued. I take it that the Su- 
preme Court has done this to show that it 
was impossible for information of a relia- 
ble nature to have leaked opt when no de- 
cision had been arrived at. I never be- 
lieved the rumors which were constantly 
heard that the court had decided one way 
or another. This will probably throw the 
case back considerably, but I not see 
how it can affect the main issues. Our 
case stands practically as it did before.”’

Mrs Cecile Franklin died shortly before 
2 o’clock th's afternoon from cocoaine pois- 
oning. 

The poison was taken about 9 o’clock this 
morning, but whether Mrs. Franklin in- 
tended to end her life or simply took the 
drug to alleviate pain is not known, 

She was dying when her servant found 
her. Dr. I. N. Love, her personal friend 
and family physician for many years, was 
hurriedly summoned. 

His experienced eye instarffly detected the 
cause of her illness and he immediately ad- 
ministered a powerful antidote. The rem- 
edy had no effect and the dying woman 
sank into a stupor, from which she could 
not be aroused. 

The ladies in the house gathered at the 
bedside, anxious to ald in saving Mrs. 
Franklin’s life, but the deadly poison had 
swiftly done its work and sympathetic 
hands and medical science availed noth- 
ing. 

A few minutes before 2 o’clock Dr. Love 
announced that she was dead. 

Mrs. Franklin kept the most fashionable 
boarding houses in St. Bouls. One was 
the Franklin, a family hotel on Washington 
avenue, and the other was in Dr. Love's 
beautiful home, 3642 Lindell boulevard, 
which was leased about a year ago by Mrs. 
Franklin. 

It was in the Dr. Love house she died. 

Among her boarders in ‘this house were 
Mr. and Mrs. H. T. Mudd, Mr. and Mrs. 
Wm. Duvall, Dr and Mrs. C. T. Remme, 
Mr. and Mrs. Edwin Macy, Charles H. Scar- 
ritt, Mr. and Mrs. W. C. Hall, Conde Nast 
and many others who are leaders in St. 
Louis society. 

About two years ago Mrs. Franklin, who 
always had literary aspirations, wrote a 
book which she called ‘“‘Reveries of a Sur- 
geon.” 

It wasn’t much of @ success from a liter- 
ary standpoint, but attracted considerable 
attention from the fact that one of the 
chief illustrations showed Mrs. Rufus 
Spalding, a boarder at Mrs. Franklin's, ly- 
ing almost nude on the dissecting table, 
with Dr. Love, scalpel in hand, standing 
over her.

STATION 1S. ENDED. 


THE MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE YEO- 
PLE CAUSE ITS DESERTION. 


CANT GET A GOOD RATE. 


Depot Was Built Because of a Conces- 
sion of Three Cents a Hundred 
Pounds on Freight. : 


——— 


| After Jan. 1 the mammoth Vandalia 
freight depot at Main and O’Fallon streets 
will be deserted. After a great deal of con- 
sideration, etc., officials of the Vandalia 
line have decided to discontinue the opera- 
tion of a St. Louis freight terminus. 

It is necessity not choice, that governs 
their action in the matter. When the station 
was built the Vandalia was granted conces- 
sions by the Merchants’ Bridge people which 
made it possible for the road to compete 
with lines reaching St. Louis by way of the 
Eads Bridge. 

On Jan. 1 the Merchants’ Terminal Co. 
will withdraw these concessions and the 
Vandalia will transfer its freight head- 
quarters to East St. Louis. ag 

The Vandalia freight depot at Main and 
O’Fallon streets was opened March 15, 1892. 
lt was erected at a total cost of $1,000,000. 
There is a splendid platform and switch- 
ing equipment. When the Vandalia built 
the depot it entered into an agreement 
with the Merchants’ Terminal Associa- 
tion whereby freight destined to the depot 
was to be carried across the Merchants’ 
Bridge for 2 cents a hundred pounds. Under 


the a ent this rate applied only when 
5,000 pounds or more were included in one 


shipment. 

After the goods reached the depot the 
Vandalia delivered ‘them at store doors, 
charging the shipper 3 cents a hundred for 
the service. 

This arrangement made it ng ey for th 
St. Louis merchant to obtain the deliver 
of his goods via the Vandalia at a price 
no higher than that charged on shipments 
over the Eads bridge. he Eads bridge 
rate including store door delivery is 56 
cents a hundred. 

The Merchants’ bridge rate on goods going 
to the Terminal depot at Eleventh and Pop- 
lar streets is the same. In the case of the 
Vandalia the bridge company made a re- 
duction of 3 cents in the rate, as the haul 
to the Vandalia depot was shorter"than to 
the Terminal! depot. It costs approximately 
3 cents a hundred to deliver freight to mer- 
chants after it reaches this side. By deliv- 
ering from its Main street station the Van- 
dalia became a og Pe competitor to other 
lines reaching St. Louis. The agreement cov- 
ering a 2-cent bridge rate has n in effect 
since the opening of the depot. It has el- 
ways caused more or less friction. 

The 8t. Louis Transfer Company and the 
other roads ooming into St. Louis fre- 
merge 4 protested. The Terminal Associa- 
tion people did not consider these protests 
seriously until about three months "

FROM WASHINGTON. 


TALKS ABOUT CUBA. 


Doesn’t Think There Is Much Likeli- 
hood of a War With 
Spain. 


HE 


Representative Seth W. Cobb, who re- 
turned from Washington, D. C., Sunday 
night, has no fear that Jefferson Barracks 
will be abandoned. He is convinced, on the 
contrary, that the agitation started by Gen. 
Miles, will result in an increased appro- 
priation by Oongress and the elevation of 
the Barracks to a first-class military post, 
with a full quota of troops. 

On the subject of war with Spain, Mr. 
Cobb is also sanguine. He thinks that be- 
fore definite action is taken by this Govern- 
ment, Spain will perhaps be in a mood to 
accept the situation quietly. If she declares 
war, Mr. Cobb believes the United States 
is in an excellent condition to meet the 
hostile demonstration.

“I do not know, of course, what the re- 
port of the Jefferson Barracks Commission 
is to be,”’ prefaced Mr. Cobb. ‘Jefferson 
Barracks, however, will not be abandoned. 
That is my view from my examination 
of the matter and my observations. 

“Instead of the abandonment of the post, 
we expect, by united action on the part of 
all St. Louis interests and of our Congress- 
men from both the city and State who are 
all equally interest an appropriation 
from Congress that will put the barracks 
in first-class order. The barracks, I think, 
will be placed in line with the most import- 
ant military posts. I mean by this that new 
buildings will be erected and a thorough 
renovation of sanitary conditions made, 
with a view to having it rendered a first- 
class post with a full complement of troops.

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THE BIG CHICAGO CONCERN 
CLOSES ITS DOORS. 


TWO MINOR FAILURES RESULT. 


Startling Intimation by the Clearing 
House Committee That the Cap- 
ital Has Vanished. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—The National Bank of 
Illinois, one of the oldest and best known 
banking institutions in the city and with 
assets of between twelve and fifteen million 
dollars, closed its’docrg to-day. The follow- 
ing notice was posted on the doors before 
the opening of banking hours: 

“This bank is in the hands of the National 
Bank Examiner by order of the Comptroller 
of the Treasury.”’ 

This action wag decided upon at a meeting 
of the directors of the bank last night, after 


the bank had been suspended from the 
Clearing House Association of Chicago at a 
meeting of the Clearing House Committee 
held earlier in the day. 

Of the sixteen banks that cleared through 
the National Bank of Illinois, two closed 
their doors as a result of the closing of that 
institution. They are E. 8. Dryer & Co. 
and Wasmansdorff & Heinemann. These 
two institutions are mortgage loan banks 
and savings societies in a small way, and 
their failure is not expected to affect any 
business houses. The assets of E. 8S. Dryer 
& Co. are given at $1,600,000, with liabilities 
of $1,200,000. The figures for Wasmansdorff 
& Heinemann are, approximately: Assets, 
$650,000: liabilities, $400,000. The Security Ti- 
tle and Trust Co. was appointed: receiver 
for both firms. Six banks have made ar- 
rangements to clear through other banks, 
and the balance of the sixteen are making 
similar arrangements as fast as possible. 
The failure was a great surprise in financial 
and business circles. , 

The officers of the bank are: President, 
George Schneider; Vice-President, Walter 
L. Peck: Second Vice-President, William A. 
Hammond; Cashier, Carl Moll.

The Clearing House Committee has made 
the following report: 

‘Whereas, The attention of this commit- 
tee has been lately called to the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the National Bank 
of Illinois, and it now appears through 
statements made to this committee by one 
of the vicé-presidents of said bank, and 
from the reports of the national bank ex- 
aminer, that, by reason of unwarrantable 
and injudicious loans,*the capital and sur- 
plus of said bank is seriously imperiled if 
not entirely lost; now, therefore, 

“Resolved, That under the powers con- 
ferred upon this committee by the by-laws 
of the Clearing House Association of Chi- 
cago, we do hereby suspend said National 
Bank of Lllinois from the privileges of mem- 
ctw in said association, to take effect 
immediately.”’ 

The statement was made that a ioan of 
about $2,400,000 to the Calumet Street Rail- 
road Co., of which J. W. Farson, of Farson, 
Leach & Co,, is President, had caused the 
National Bank of Illinois to suspend. Mr. 
Farson declined to make a statement on 
that subject, but stated that the failure 
would not affect the Calumet road. Heavy 
loans on real estate are also said to have 
been made. The last statement of the bank 
showed deposits of $12,175,766; loans, $9,199,- 
642; cash resources, $4,983, 202. 

It is thought probable that none of the 
depositors will suffer by the suspensions 
as the bankers who were present at the 
meetin of the committee have recom- 
mend for consideration the ae 
to advance 75 per cent on all adjusted 
claims against the National Bank of I/linois. 
In addition to this they have agreed to 
use their influence with all other mem- 
bers of the ogg a rage Association to ac- 
cept all such claims as collateral et the 
same ratio. 

The National Bank of Illinois was organ- 
ized in August, 1871, with a capital stock of 
$300,000, which was subsequently increased 
to $1,000,000. It was regarded as one of the 
soundest financial institutions in the city.

tice of proof of claims at once. The Clear- 
ing-house Committee of Chicago have ail- 
vised me through the Examiner that the 
Clearing-house will immediately advance 
75 per cent of the face of approved claims, 
and thus give creditors of the bank imme- 
diate relief and prevent unnecessary dis- 
turbance of business. I have also directed 
the receiver, while securing all loans of a 
doubtful character, to exercise the utmost 
caution so as not to work any hardship 
upon the business:interests of those deal- 
ing with the bank and depending upon it. 
The advance made by the Clearing-house, 
it is to be understood, is not in payment 
of such claims in full, but simply a loan 
of such an amount with the certificates as 
collateral security. 

“The failure of the bank is due to inju- 
dicious, reckless and imprudent methods 
followed by the officers and not checked by 
the directors, though their attention had 
been individually called to the same and 
over their individual signature they had 
promised to remedy the weak points in the 
bank’s condition. The largest source of 
failure is the bank’s holdings of the Calu- 
met Electric Street Railway stock, the full 
amount of which cannot now be stated, for 
it is discovered that a part of such hold 
ings were not made to appear on the books, 
but concealed in another account. This 
and other: large and doubtful loans had 
been called by special letter to the atten- 
tion of the officers and directors, and spe- 
cific improvement promised a year since. 

“In June last on the surface there had 
been an improvement made, but when Bank 
Examiner McKeon on Nov. 30 examined the 
bank he found that. the books showed that 
the loan to the Calumet Electric Co. and 
other similar loans had been increased, and 
the promises of officers and directors had 
not been carried out. Md gr this report I 
prepared a letter addressed to the president 
and directors, which I sent to the examiner 
on Dec. 4, to be read to them at a meetin 
called for the purpose. This letter reviewe 
at length the condition of the bank and the 


failure of the promises made to be fulfilled. | 
It emphasized the position taken by the 


office that a decided and radical change 
had to be at once made, and notified the 
directors with a full and complete analysis 
on the part of the Examiner of the matters 
in the bank demanding attention. 

“On Saturday I received notice from the 
examiners that the rumors of the bank’s 
condition had reached the Clearing-house 
Committee and they desired to have his re- 
port read to them. I ordered it to be done, 
but suggested that before doing so he shou'd 
see the officers of the National Bank of 
Illinois and obtain their acquiescence. This 
was obtained and the Vice-President of the 
bank was present with the Clearing-house 
Committee. The condition revealed led to 
the resolution to suspend from the Clear- 
ing-house. Before action was taken, how- 
ever, the examiner telegraphed me and in 


reply I suggested that in view of the large | 


interests involved great care should be had 
and,even at the risk of taking some chances 
funds might be provided if it was deemed 
safe to do so, to afford voluntary Nquidation. 
The aseets of the bank were examined and 
its management as shown by the examiner 
considered, and as a conclusion 
it was decided that the bank should 
be suspended from the Clearing- 
house and funds not furnished for voluntary 
liquidation. Three of the bank’s directors 
were present at these meetings. 

“In view of everything I am convinced 
that the Clearing-house Committee acted 
judiciously. The management on the part 
of the officers and directors has been, to 
state it mildl¥, grossly negligent. The lia- 
bilities of the bank are large, but by care- 
ful and judicious management the loss en- 
tailed on creditorg need not be large, if any. 
Every meesure will be taken by the Clear- 
ing-house and Comptroller’s office to pre- 
vent other bank or business failures and 
unnecessary money stringency. Already 
all owtside banks having the National Bank 
of Illinois as a reserve agent, have been 
notified by telegraph of the 75 per cent ar- 
rangement, ° 

“A large amount of difficulty can be pre- 
vented if those depending on the banks of 
Chicago and elsewhere, affected by the 
bank’s failure, will use good judgment and 
do not work themselves into a state of 
panic. Other banks can be made to fail 
only through those having funds with them 
becoming frightened and making unneces- 
sary demands. On the other hand the 
banks ought to be careful and prudent in 
not unnecessarily calling the loans of their 
business customers.”’ : 

At the last report of this bank, which was 
Nov. 30, the bank had a capital of $1,000,000;

The city cannot collect from Justices of 
the Peace, under the Devoy law, fees re- 
ceived for performing marriage ceremon- 
jew. 

This was decided Monday by Judge Val- 
liant in the test case instituted against Jus- 
tice Sommers. 

Judge Valliant holds that marriage fees 
are not “fees collected in court,’’ which are 

rovided for by the Devoy law to be turned 
nto the city treasury. The rformance 
of the marriage ceremony is a ministerial, 
not a judicial function. A demurrer filed 
by Sommers to the city’s petition is ac- 
cordingly sustained.

RECEIPTS ARE LESS THAN HALF 
OF THE EXPENSES. 


LACK OF PUBLIC APPRECIATION. 


Unless the Musicians Agree to Play at 
Their Own Risk. the Season 
Will Be Abandoned. 


A. D. Cunningham, secretary of the St. 
Louis Choral Symphony Society and man- 
ager of the Exposition Popular Sunday 
Concerts, said Monday that Sunday’s con- 
cert was probably the last..: 

Only five concerts have been given so far 
this season, but already there is so large a 
deficit that the management cannot see its 
way clear to continue the concerts unless 
new arrangements are peffected. 

Adter yesterday’s concert Mr. Cunningham 


presided at a private meeting of the orches- 
tra. The receipts were not one-half so 
large as the disbursements, and the society 
could no longer continue the concerts in the 
face of the growing indebtedness. 

Mr. Cunningham sad he was desirous of 
continuing the concerts, and he wouki co- 
operate with the musicians if they would be 
content to take the net receipts and divide 
it amon gthemeelves. The musicians were 
not prepared to give an answer. It was 
agreed that a meeting should be held Tues- 

y, at which a dec's'on would be reached. 

Last year the organization gave a series of 
twenty concerts. At the end of the season 
there was a deficit of $1,700. This was made 
up by guarantors and by stockholders of 
the Exposition, who received a dividend 
and turned the proceeds over to the concert 
fund. This year there is no dividend to 
draw upon, and the guarantee list has not 
been circulated. The cost of each concert Is 
$325. The first‘ Sunday the receipts were 
$250, but there has been a decided falling 
off since then. The average receipts are 
about $176. 

The orchestra appearing at these concerts 
is the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra of 
forty-eight pieces, under the conductores? 
of Alfred Ernst. The concerts were insti- 
tuted several seasons ago by Mr. Joseph 
Otten, then leader of the Choral Symphony 
Society: for the purpose of placing the or- 
chestra on a permanent basis like those of 
all the other large cities of the country.

MAYFIELD, Ky.; Dec. 21.—Sheriff Cook 
and W. A. Usher arrived in this city Sun- 
day morning on the Cannon Ball, having 
in charge Jim Stone, the rapist, who has 
been in Louteville for the past two weeks. 
Stone’s trial was set for Tuesday, Dec. 22, 
in the Circuit Court. Astorneys who had 
been appointed to defend the negro were in 
close consultation with him during the day. 

Stone was charged with criminally as- 
saulting Mrs. J. M. Green at her residence 
in this city on the night of Nov. 24, and was 
arrested by Sheriff Cook the day after the 
crime was committed. Store denied his 
guilt, but the evidence was overwhelmingly 
against him. His preliminary hearing was 
set for the 27th, and ‘the prisoner taken to 
the County Jail for safe keeping. On the 
afternoon of the 25th the officers visited the 
jail to prevaib upon Stone to waive ex- 
amination. He was bound over to await 
the action of the Grand-jury without trial. 
An order was received from Judge Moss to 
take the prisoner to Paducah for safe keep- 
ing, and Sheriff Cook with a number of 
deputies started for the depot with the 
prisoner to take the local freight for that 
piace, 

When the train arrived the officers placed 
the prisoner in ‘the caboose and a few min- 
utes later a mob of about 100 determined 
men surrourfded the car and demanded the 
necro. The Sheriff refuse? to give up the 
negro and the mob was preparing to over- 
turn the car when Mr. Green, husband of 
tho victim, appearei at the side door of the 
car and advised the crowd to let the pris- 
oner depart in peace, His request was 
gvanied and the train pulled out and landed 
Stone in Pacnecnh jail. 

That evening over a hundred armed men 
went to Paducah for the purpose of lynch- 
ing him, but the McCracken County officials 
hai? been notified of their intention, and on 
arriving at the Paducah jail the negro could 
not be found and the crowd returned to 
Marvfield in the morning.

States notes and Treasury notes, upon such 
terms as might be most advantageous to 
the Government, or to sell the bonds abroad 
for gold whenever, in his judgment, it 
might be advisable to do so, and use the 
gold thus obtained in making redemptions 
of outstanding notes. The terms in which 
the recommendation was made, and the 
Suggestions submitted in support of it, 
showed that it did not contemplate the 
retirement of all the outstanding notes at 
one time, but that the process should be so 
conducted as to avoid any danger of an 
improper contraction of the currency. Be- 
lieving that this plan of redeeming the notes, 
and at the same time substituting an ab- 
solutely sound currency in place of them, 
promises the most certain means of ac- 
complishing the desired result within a 
reasonable time, I adhere to the views 
then expressed; but the object to be at- 
tained is so essential to the future financial 
safety of the country that it ought not 
in my judgment to be defeated or abandoned 
simply on account of differences of opinion 
concerning the methods of securing it. 

“While an act conferring~ express and 
plenary authority upon the Secretary to 
issue bonds and use them or the proceeds 
of thetr sale for the purpose of retiring a 
certain amount of the notes each year, 
would, in my opinian, be the most 
effectual and économical way to ac- 
compiish that object, it may be that so 
radical a measure would not receive the 
assent of Congress, in the present state of 
the public mind on that subject, and, if .so, 
it is submitted that, at the very least, au- 
thority should be given to retire and cancel 
a maximum amount of notes each year 
when volunftrily presented by the holders 
and redeemed in gold; and if the maximum 
amount fixed by Cotigress should not be re- 
tired and canceled in any year by redemp- 
tions out of the gold reserve, the Secretary 
of the Treasury should be clothed with 
authority to apply to that purpose any 
surplus funds in the Treasury and, in ad- 
dition, if necessary, to issue the bonds above 
described to a sufficient amount to comply 
with the provisions of the law.

creased $14,448,891, resulting in a deficiency 
of $39,946,845 on the first day of December. 

“The decrease in the receipts from customs 
during the five months was $12,980,244, while 
the receipts from internal ‘taxes were about 
the same as during the corresponding period 
last year. 

“For the eleven months next preceding 
Dec, 1, 1896, the total value of our importa- 
tions, dutiable and free, was $116,800,000 less 
than during the corresponding eleven 
monthis in the calendar year 18957, the de- 
crease in free goods being $65,300,000 and in 
dutiable goods $51,500,000. More than four- 
fifths of these large decreases occurred in 
the first five months of the present fiscal 
year, the falling off during that period being 
$50,251,000 in’ free goods and $44,679,000 in duti- 
able goods. 

“Tt is believed that a careful consideration 
of the existing situation, and a conservative 
reliance tupdn improved business condi- 
tions in the future, fully justify the con- 
clusion that the estimated deficiences for 
the current year and for the year 1895 
will nat be realized, unless our public ex- 
penditures shall be*very materially in- 
creased by acts of Congress, and that, with 
proper economy in administration and such 
reductions in appropriations as might be 
made without detriment ¢o the public ser- 
vice, the receipts will be equal to the dis- 
bursements in 1898. But, however this may 
be, the condition of the Treasury is such 
that no revenue legislation is immediately 
necessary or can become so for a consider- 
able time, in order to enable the Government 
promptly to meet all its ordinary ob- 
ligations, Although the receipts from the 
ordinary sources of revenue during the last 
fiscal three years have been less than the 
expenditures, there have been at all times 
sufficient available funds fn the Treasury 
to maintain an efficient public service and 
discharge the current obligations of the 
Government and no public creditor has been 
delayed in the collection of his claim, nor 
has the business of the country ever been 
disturbed by a doubt concerning the ability 
of the Government to defray its ordinary 
exnrensres. 

‘‘Much the greater part of the estimated deé- 
ficiency for the current fiscal year has al- 
ready been incurréd, and ‘has been paid, 
leaving «till in the Treasury on the first day 
of December a balance of $225,035,708, which, 
after deducting the gold reserve, is about 
$100,000,000 more than is necessary as a per- 
manent fund to insure the regular conduct 
of the ordinary fiscal operations of the 
Government. The fact that this money was 
not collected by taxation, but was pro- 
cured by the issue of bonds, for a purpose 
other than the payment of ordinary ex- 
penses, does not affect the situation in the 
least. When the gold secured by the issue 
of bonds to replenish the reserve has been 
used for the redemption of notes, the notes 
redeemed are received and held as part of 
the general fund, and must be ured for all 
the public purposes to which they can be 
legally applied. The money being actually 
in the Treasury, the sole question is whether 
it shall be used, when necessary, to defray 
the expenses of the Government, or be held 
fund in order to af- 
ford an apparent reason for the imposition 
of additional taxes upon the people. 

“The available balance is represented by 
outstanding bonds bearing interest, and, as 
its permanent retention in the Treasury can 
be of no advantage to the Government or 
its citizens, no substantial reason exists 
why it should not be expended, if required, 
before our trade and industries. are sub- 
jected to new or increased burdens.

‘*The danger of a large foreign competition 
in our home market, and the alleged in- 
jurious effects of such competition upon the 
interests of domestic labor, have not only 
been greatly exaggerated in the past, but 
are less now that at any time heretofore, 
and must continue to grow less hereafter. 

“The number of our people engaged in 
gainful occupations increased from 17,392,059, 
in 188, to 22,735,661 in 1890, a gain of 5,343,562, 
and while the increase in all such occupa- 
tions during the ten years was 302 per cent, 
the increase in twanufacturing and mechani- 
cal industries, which are supposed to be 
most subject to foreign competition, was 49.15 
per cent. A further and most gratifying 
evidence of our growing industrial power 
is to be found in the greatly increased ex- 
ports of the products of domestic manu- 
facture, which now constitute, for the first 
time in our history, more than one-fourth 
the toltal value of all our sales in foreign 
markets.

Defense of the State Institution at 
Rolla and Statement of 
Its Merits. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ROLLA, Mo., Dec. 21.—The people of Rolla 
were much surprised to read in the Post- 
Dispatch of Saturday the interview with 
the Hon. George T. Lee, in which he an- 
nourced himself in favor of abolishing the 


State School of Mines. The schcol could 
not be abolished without a constitutional 
amendment, but it could be crippled by re- 
fusing itt needed appropriations. 

Senator McClintie, the chairman of the 
visiting committee, said to a gentleman con- 
mected* with the school: “We are much 
pleased with what we have seen, and would 
like to recommend all the appropriations 
that you want. The only que:tion is as to 
whether the revenues of the State will be 
sufficient.’’ 

In the face of this statement, Mr. Lee’s 
remarks are the more surprising. The ex- 
cellent condition of the school increases the 
wonderment at Mr. Lee’s attitude. The 


cent years. The attendance of technnical 
students has more thanm doubled in the last 
four years. The school has a high reputa- 
tion the world over. Students are now in 
attendance from thirteen States and Terri- 
tories, and from two foreign countries, Mex- 
ico and Germany. It has 92, not 81, students. 
Considering the fact that special engineer- 
ing schools rarely have a large attendance, 
this number is respectable. It is doubted 
if any other institution in Missouri has more 
engineering students. 

Mr. Lee must have been mésquoted when 
he is reported as saying: “Missouri has no 
mines. to develop.’ It stands first among 
States in its production of zine and non- 
argentiferous lead. The value of the mineral 
delivered for “hipment on railroads in Mis- 
souri in 1890, according to thé re of the 
Commissioner of bor, was $8,300.24. In 
an

The school is economically administered; 
its running expenses are a little more than 
half of those of the Michigan Mining 
School and two-thirds of those of ithe Coljor- 
ado School of Mines.

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SENATOR CAMERON ON HIS REC- 
OGNITION RESOLUTION. 


THE FACTS AND THE LAW. 


Historical Precedents Quoted and the 
Action of Monroe Again Put 
in Evidence. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 21.—Senator Cam- 
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The favorable report of Senator Cam- 
eron’s Cuban resolutions has bendy had 
at least one definite result. It has com- 
pelled the Cleveland Administration to 
show its hand. It is now plainly evident 
that, under the pretense of impartial 
neutrality, the United States Government 
has been acting and is now acting simply 
as Spain’s ally. The President and Sec- 
retary of State are not only not in sym- 
pathy with the struggling Cubans; they 
desire their defeat, and are urging the 
Spaniards to accomplish it as promptly 
and decisively as spossible. 

If the United States were in avowed 
alliance with Spain, Secretary Olney could 
hardly go farther than he has done in as- 
suring the Spanish Minister and the 
Home Government that, in spite of the at- 
titude of Congress, Spain may rest tran- 
quil until March at least, since President 
Cleveland has made up his mind to do 
nothing for the Cubans. In addition to 
this official assurance from the Secretary 
of State, Minister Taylor is reported as 
assuring the Canovas ministry at Madrid 
that the Cameron resolution will have no 
practical result, as the President can an- 
nul the action of Congress. 

That the Secretary of State has by this 
action offered a gross affront to a co- 
ordinate department of the Government is 
self-evident. In the opinion of the Post- 
Dispatch he has thereby rendered himself 
liable to impeachment. No government 
can expect to have influence in interna- 
tional affairs if one branch deliberately 
and officially discredits another branch in 
its diplomatic communications with other 
powers. If a British foreign minister 
should cast such a reflection upon the 
‘House of Commons under similar circum- 
stances, he would either be disavowed by 
his colleagues, or the ministry would be 
voted out of office within twenty-four 
hours, ‘ 

Secretary Olney’s course in this matter 
is absolutely without precedent either in 
England or the United States. Congress 
should assert its authority, or it may as 
well abdicate its functions as a co-or- 
dinate branch of the Government where 
foreign relations are concerned.

The only difference in the two sections is 
In reference to where the races are run. 
The law of "91 does not make it an offense 
ft open pool rooms on local races, while 
the law of "% makes it an offense to open 
pool rooms of any kind outsida the inclo- 
sure of a race track. .

STRONG TALK THIS MORNING. 


Committees Have Been Appointed and 
the Many Delegates Are Now 
Ready for Business. 


The State convention, which has for its 
object the promotion of legislation for creat- 
ing a State Board of Charities and Correc- 
tions, for controlling tramps and for improv- 
ing the public roads, began in Memorial 
Hall, Nineteenth and Locust streets, Monday 
morning. 

There were present many prominent per- 
gons from all parts of the State. They had 
either been appointed delegates by Gov. 
Stone or had come as representatives of 
charitable institutions. Among those in at- 


tendance were Secretary of State Lesueur, 
President Jesse of the State University, 
Jacob Furth, H. R. Whitmore, the Rev. Mr. 
Short, Rabbi Sale, the Rev. T. M. Finney, 
the Rev. Frank Tyrrell, Frank Gainnie, 
Mrs. C. C. Rainwater, Miss Perry, Charles 
Espenchied, Chancellor Chaplin and State 
Senator Mott. 

The Kansas City delegation consisted of 
Mrs. Noble Prentice, President of the Old 
Woman's Refuge and Home; Mrs. Cravens, 
of the Children’s Home; John H. Barnard, 
of the Girls’ Industrial Home; E. E. Rich- 
ardson, President of the Florence Critten- 
den Mission and Home; H. 8. Boyce, Presi- 
dent Provident Association; B. E. Shaw- 
han, Superintendent of the Helping Hand 
Mission, and Fr. Dalton of the Annunciation 
Church. 

Associate “ity Counselor Allen called the 
delegates to order at 10:45, and read the 
call. He introduced Rev. Fr. Dalton, of 
Kansas City, who offered ng tw 

Mr. Allen, in behalf of the steering com- 
mittee of the convention, named W. H. 
Moore for temporary chairman, and E. C. 
Rowse for temporary secretary. Mr. Moore, 
in an address, said that over twenty States 
had established Boards of Charities and 
Corrections. He advised the delegates to 
act dispassionately in their deliberations, 
as Gov. Stone had advised. 

The fact that $10,000,000 is expended by Mis- 
souri each year for charitable purposes was 
considered by Mr. Moore a good reason for 
the creation of a board, through whose 
hands such a large sum should pass. The 
people would then know that e greatest 
good had been accomplished with their 
money, and they would learn through re- 
ports exactly what had been done with their 
money. 

With regard to tramps, paupers, youthful 
dependents and criminals and the utilization 
of the labor of unfortunate men, Mr. Moore 
said that those topics were included in the 
goners) theme of a Board of Charities and 
Sorrections. 

The speaker dwelt on the necessity of good 
roads. He read a report made by a road 
official of California om the advantage of 
good highways. Instances were given of 
great losses to merchants, miners and farm- 
ers on account of bad roads, and as a proof 
cf the economy of good roads it was said 
‘that in one part of California, where there 
had been highway improvements, railways 
had reduced their freight rates. Mr. Moore 
applied the California official’s conclusions 
to Missouri. 

The speaker closed with a reference to de- 
pendent youths. He said that Chief Har- 
rigan estimated that there were at all times 
in St. Louis 5,000 males without employment 
or homeless. 

Mr. Moore, at the close of his address, 
introduced Acting Mayor Nagel, who said 
that Mayor Walbridge was unavoidably ab- 
sent. Mr. Nagel extended a warm welcome 
to the delegates and expressed strong views 
on the topics for the convention’s discus- 
sion. He said that Missouri was lamenitably 
antiquated in its methods of dealing with 
paupers and embryo criminais. He pro- 
tested against the arbitrary division of so- 
ciety into two classes—namely, free Amer- 
ican citizens and confirmed criminals. He 
declared that ‘there was a middle class, 
made up of unfortunate youths who should 
not be thrown into prisons and put forever 
on the ol onk side of the social ledger. 
Mr. Nagel objected to the practice of sen- 
tencing for a fixed term men who had com- 
mitted their first offense. He believed that 
they should be given every rtunity to 
reform and that thetr terms should be reg- 
ulated according to their behavior. The

Mr. Nagel said that in the past ‘the Lente. 
lature had refused to pass laws for the 
appointment of a board: of correction and 
the establishment of reform institutions, on 
the.plea of economy. He declared that the 
tt{me of discussion had ended and that the 
hour for action had come. 

After Mr, Nagel’s address the convention 
decided, after some discussion, how to pro- 
ceed, to let the chairman appoint standing 
committees of five members each.

Suddenly Mrs. Long reappearéd. She had 
a br.ght monkey wrench in her hand. Level- 
ing the weapon at the negro, she cried: 

“‘“Get out or I will shoot.”’ 

Houghston ran away, but returned in a 
few minutes. 

This time Mr. Long was at home and he 
had a real revolver. Putting the pistol up to 
the young man’s head he marched him out 
into the street. 

A large crowd collected and in the excite- 
ment the negro managed to break away. 
Hie ran down the street, closely pursued by 
several hundred people. 

Officer Hines joined in the chase and at 
Thirty-second street overhauled Houghton 
and placed him under arrest for disturbing 
the peace. 

Monday morning Houghston was fined $50 
in Police Court for disturbing the peace. 


THE ELECTION LAW. 


Claim That the Law Is Faulty in Ap- 
plying to Only Two Cities 
in the State. 


i. 


The Supreme Court will be called on to 
pass on the constitutionality of the new 
election law. The case of William Hei- 
mann, who was fined $200 in the Court of 
Criminal Correction and given a thirty- 
days’ jail sentence for an alleged violation 
of a section of the law, was appealed Mon- 
day by Heimann’s attorney, John A. Ger- 
nez. 

Heimann was a Democratic election 
judge Nov. 3 at the polling place at 3131 
Nérth Broadway. J. T. Jones was a Re- 
publican watcher appointed to observe the 
count. Some difference arose, the men 
quarreled and Heimann caused Jones to be 
ejected from the polling place and had him 
arrested. This was at 6 o’clock on election 
night, after the count of votes had been in 
progress an hour. 

Jones got a warrant against Heimann 
charging him with preventing a lawful 
watcher at the canvass of votes at a general 
election in his free attendance and presence 
at a place of election. 

Attorney Gernez says he does not intend 
to try to show that the new election law is 
unconstitutional, and he will attack it only 
incidentally. 

“The constitution provides for special reg- 
istration laws dor St. Louis and Kansas 
City,”’ said Mr. Gernez, “‘but after the regis- 
tration ts completed the laws governing elec- 
tions for these cities are no different from 
any other part of the State. 

“It cannot be constitutional to pass crim- 
inal laws for St. Louis or Kansas City that 
are not effective elsewhere in this State, 
and outside of these cities there is no law 
that would apply to the offense alleged 
against He!mann, Jones was a watcher. The 
election was over, and the election law did 
not protect him. The Judge who tried Hel- 
mann could not do otherwise than to find 
as he did. He could not pass on the consti- 
tutionality of the law, but I feel confident 
that when the matter gets before the §Su- 
preme Court that part of the law will be 
declared to be unconstitutional.”

At the suit of the St. Louls Trust Co. the 
judgment obtained is set aside on grounds 
of fraud and conspiracy, and its execution 
perpetually enjoined. 

Mrs. Hoffman’s romantic life story was 
told over again at this last trial. It has 
been told at length in the Post-Dispatch. 
Her claims were based on two notes 
amounting to $6,000, alleged to have been 
made to her by John Hoffman, and upon 
alleged loans aggregating $13,000 she made 
to the deceased.

KILLED HIMSELF 
AT HOT SPRINGS. 


DENTIST WILLIAM N. MORRISON 
BLEW HIS HEAD OFF. 


PROBABLY CRAZED BY ILLNESS. 


Placed His Forehead to the Muzzle of 
a Shot Gun and Pulled the 
Trigger. 


Mr. Wm. N. Morrison, Jr., of 4711 Wash- 
ington boulevard left on the 3 o’clock train 
Monday morning for Hot Springs, Ark., 
where his father, Dr. William N. Morrison, 
the eminent dentist, had killed himself Sun- 
day afternoon. 

The family had no further details of the 
tragedy ‘than had been received in a tele- 
gram received by Chief Consul Robert L. 
Holm of the L. A. W. for Missouri Sun- 


day night. 

Dr. Morrison left here for Hot Springs 
Friday. He has been for years a constant 
sufferer from nervous dyspepsia. A recent 
attack had prostrated him, and when he 
left Saturday he was completely undone. 


He hoped that the waters and outdoor 
exercise of hunting would bring relief. His 
malady probably unbalanced his mind and 
drove him to take his life. : 

He registered at the Waukesha Hotel 
and spent Saturday hunting in the woods 
near Hot Springs. Returning in the even- 
ing he went to his room, taking his gun 
with him. Nothing more was seen of him. 

Sunday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock a cham. 
bermaid went to ‘his room. An awful sight 
met her gaze. Dr. Morrison was lying across 
the bed with the top of his head shot away. 
He had pressed the muzzle of his gun to 
his forehead between the eyes and pulled 
the trigger. The hair, brains and scal — 
scattered about the bed clothes, ls 
floor of the room. 

A note signed ‘‘W. N. Morrison” was found 
on the table. It was addressed to the Mayor 
of Hot Springs and directed that his body 
be Soe to St. Louis without delay. In 
Hrd yo es were found his gold watch and 

It was $ o'clock Sandey mes when his 
family received tidings of their ill fortune. 
Dr. Morrison had personal letters in his 
pocket from Consul Robert Holm, and he 
was wired: to communicate with the family. 
He sent a telephone message to Druggist 
&. M. Pirner of Taylor and Delmar avenues, 
who brought the news to the Morrison home, 

Mrs. Morrigon and her son, Dr. P. Holme 
Morrison, and his wife were entertaining 
a ty of friends. A younger son, Mr. 
William N. Morrison, Jr., was maki a 
call in ths neighborhood. Mrs. Morrison 
was so prostrated that physicians had to be 
called in. 

Dr. Morrison’s sons could not believe 
their father had killed himself. He was a 
devout man, his business affairs were pros- 
perous and his home relations pleasant. He 

ad tried to persuade ir mother to ac- 
company him to Hot Springs.

the probable cause of suicide. He said 
that his father was a victim of nervous 
dyspepsia and suffered excruciating agony 
when under an attack. He could account 
for his father’s act —@ under the supposi- 
yen that his Ulness had unbalanced his 
mind. 

Until young Mr. Morrison reaches Hot 
Springs his tamily will have no information 
as to when Dr. Morrison’s body will arrive 
here, The funeral arrangements will b 
made later. Dr. Morrison always expressed 
@-.desire to be incinerated. His family are 
undecided about carrying out his wishes, as 
they were never put in the form of an ex- 
plicit request. 

A younger brother of Dr. Morrison com- 
mitted suicide here fifteen years ago. He 
drowned himself because he was disap- 
pointed over a dental chair he had pat- 
ented. Another brother, Dr. J. H. Mor- 
a is a prominent dentist in Kansas 


ty. 

Dr. Wm. N. Morrison has been one of 
the leading men in his profession in this 
city for over thirty years. He was pro-, 
gressive and led in the promulgation of new 
theories and the uses of new appliances in 
dental science. Like his brother, he was 
an ingenious inventor of dental instruments. 

Dr. Morrison was born in this city 54 years 
ago. He was educated here, built up a prac- 
tice and lectured on his profession in the 
medical schools of the city. 

He was a pecular man, brusque in manner 
but exceedingly kind hearted. He took a 
great interest in the amelioration of the 
poorer classes and was always willing to 
give his time and professional knowledge 
to them. He was fond of addressing self- 
culture clubs and when he talked to them 
on dentistry he always carried a bundle of 
tooth brushes which he distributed to give 
practical impetus to his theories. 

Dr. Morrison was a leading member of 
Dr. 8. J. Niccoll’s congregation. The funeral 
services will take place from Second Pres- 
‘byterlan Church.
